At 
rot the Republicans were anxious tor a 
nil discussion of the measure, that all 
IB political capital possible might be 
ot out of it, bnt they have since come 
o the conclusion that for several rea- 
ons it would be better to cut all debate 
ff, if they can, and to kill the bill aa it 
raws its first breath. One reaion for 
lis is that a long discussion would pro- 
ong the session. Another is that there 
re certain Republicans from districts 
where the tariff reform sentiment is 
inite strong who, while they might be 
eld under the party rein for a while, 
ould not be relied upon to stand out 
gainst the arguments and appeals of 
ome of the tariff reformers on the 
ther side. The party has concluded, 
herefnro, that the best policy is not to 
llovr the bill to be taken up for con- 
deration.
